search for the text, or to look over the 
passage explained. ‘This is usually the 
case. There are some wio had received 
the Chinese Testaments two years ago. 
They bring them from their houses, and 
carry them back when the service is over.

Ki-at-ta-e-o, a Buffalo chief, made a 
short speech in council representing the 
advantages of always fulfiliing one’s en- 
vagements, adding that, eighteen years 
since, he formed a resolution never to 
break a promise, if he could possibly a- 
void it, that he had ever since made ita 
point of conscience to fulfil the duties of 
that resolution, and that he found the com- 
fort of so doing. He closed his address by 
carnestly recommending it to his brethren 
to follow his example. 

At one time the attention of the tawney 
muhitude was much arrested by the rela- 
tion ofa dream. Ka-si-a-des-tah, a slim 
tall Indian, stood stooping forward, his 
eyes fixed on the ground, with a gtave and 
solemn countenance, as if something lay 
heavy on his mind, and stated; “I have 
had a dream, which, in my sleep, I 
was directed to relate in council. Ldream- 
ed that the sun in the firmament spoke to 
me. He told me to gotothe Indiats and 
tell them that the Great Spirit is very angry 
with them for their wicked ways. Tell 
them they must repent of their wicked 
wpas and forsake them, or the judgments 
of the great Great Spirit will come upon 





mouth of this poor heathen. There is rea- 
son to suppose that Pollard, like Corn- 
planter, only nceds to understand the Gos- 
pel to embrace it with all his beatt. He 
said, some time since, that he is alwavs 
thinking of the Great Spirit and that he 
daily offers him his prayers. 

_After the above expression of thanks- 
giving to Almighty God, Pollard, in the 
name cf the-chiefs, thanked me for coming 
again to talk to them about the Great Spi- 
rit andthe Gospel of Jesus Christ. He 
said they hoped that they should be ena- 
bled to remember what | had told them and 
with God's merciful help give great atten- 
tion to it, and that I might have health 
and strength to return in safety to my 
home. . 

| Mr. Hyde has resigned the charge of 
the school, which he had kept for five 
years. He thought it would be advanta- 
geous to the Indians to suspend it for a 
time. They now begin to express ticir de- 
sire for its recommencement. At present, 
Mr. Hyde is busily employed in acquiring 
the Seneca, gradually preparing. a grame 
mar of that dialect, and translating into it 
the Gospel of St. John. In this important 
labor he is assisted by Thomas Armstrong, 
with whom he was providentially brought 
to aw acquaintance, when greatly desirin 
but not knowing where tp lid. coe a 
tent to the task of giving him correct 
nstryction.

The day belore they 
returned to their country, they called to dic 
us farewell, and they did not refrain from 
tears when they affectionately scized my 
hand, and pronounced, hoo-kitch-oo-ah, 
“ goud bye,” which they repeated several 
umes. ‘Fhese Indians discovered more in- 
iclligence than any of the savages I have 
ever before seen. Theyarea large robust 
race of beings, rather abeve the common 
size. It is obvious they understand our ob- 
ject into this country as being entirely dis- 
tinct frem that of other whites, and that we 
professed an intimate acquaintance with 
Wau-kun-da, or the “ Father of life.”

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 
Of the Boson Socterr for the Mort and 
Rexicious Ensrrucrion of the Poor. 
Presented at their Anniversary; Oct. 22, 1818. 


The Committee, to whom was assigned 
the office of reporting tothe Society the 
operations of the last year, congratulate 
their brethren wpon the auspicious circum- 
stances attending this anniversary. Ze 
Lord hath done great things for ue, where- 
of we are glad. Among the tokensof His 
favor, the following deserve a special no- 
tice and a peculiarly grateful recognition. 

Two new Sabbath Schools have been 
established within the course of the year ; 
one in North-Bennet,the other inHawhins- 
street. These, with the additions to the 
schools before in operation, have increased 
the number of pupils under the care of the 
Society to about a thousand. 

Some of these children are the offspring 
of Christian parents, and therefore are not 
dependent on our exertions for their morab 
and religions culture. We only co-oper- 
ate with those, who are the ‘heaven a 
pointed guardians of their tender minds,in 
forming them to glory and virtue-— 
A considerable: number more, though 
fess privileged im this respect, were not 
suffered to live in absolute ignorance of 
their destiny and obligations. 

But a great proportion, when first intro- 
@aced to our schools, were almost as ig- 
@orant, as they were born, of every thing

“ A boy, fourteen years old—not serious 
before he entered school. After some 
time his teacher observed an appearance 
of unusual seriousness in bim, and taking 
occasion to inquire particularly into the 
state of his mind, found it mnch exercised 
with a sense of sin, and anxious about his 
spiritual state.

public worship.” In my interview with 
them, I was led to make a few plain re- 
marks, which were certainly designed to 
do them good ; and which, I hope, will be 
found to have bad that beneficial tendency

The most in- 
considerable and trivial circumstances, (1 
am really almost ashamed to make the re- 
inark,) bave toooften been sufficient entirely 
to break up an excellent choir of singers. 1 
have sometimes really thoughit,that it might 
be useful to havethe celebrated couplet 
inscribed in a conspicuous place in the 
singing gallery : 

* For ev’ry trifle, scorn to take offence, 

It either shows great pride, or little sense.’
